'In WesthitI High School meetings of 
students are taking place every Friday 
afternoon to study and discuss topics 
pertalnlnç .to '.world peace and Interna- 
tional affairs and to listen to addresses 
delivered on these topics by prominent 
local authorities. The most recent pro- 
ject undertaken at these weekly meet 
inga is a series of discussions on count- 
ries from whom tho majority of inter- 
national news is emanating, namely, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, Russia and 
Spain, The situation In Spain was dealt 
with In an address by Mr. Huston, a 
master of Westhill delivered rocontly. 
The developments In ihe other count- 
ries In the light of the light of modem 
trends are now being carefully consid- 
ered. 

In Baron Byng and Commercial Hijh 
Schools peace counclte have been elect- 
ed consisting of representatives from 
each and every classroom and; are now 
functioning very efficiently. These coun- 
cils have drawn up a program of study 
groups, Debatc-i and addresses whii-'h 
has arcady been set In operation. A 
debate between these two schools w;ia 
recently held on Ihe resolution "Resol- 
ved that Canada Should Pursue a Peace 
Policy lit the E.-ent of Briiain Declar- 
ing War", Essay and poster compe- 
tions, dealing with educational topics 
have been arranged on a city- wide 
scale, A debate between Baron Byng 
and Btratlicona will take place shortly 
on a topic which has yet to be chosen.

The most Iniporlaiit Inter-school ac- 
tivity for this season will be "a modal 
league of nations" to which each school 
in greater Montreal and viclnlly will 
send five dclogales.

Fear has been expressed for the 
main lovcos at Mew Madrid, Mo Hick- 
man Ky. and above Charleston .Mo. as 
waters pouring through the blasted 
Plug levee In an effort to take pfcssure 
from Cairo Bl.. climbed to a sixty foot 
level.

Federalism 

What will probably be the most por- 
tentous meeting of the year for the 
Political Economy Cub will take place 
tomorrow at 8 o'clock .In the Smoking 
Room of the Union.' The subject under 
discussion is "Federal Constitutions 
and methods of amending them". Two 
papers on this theme will be presented 
by John H 
scninan. . 

Tomorrow night will hear consider- 
ation of the Club ot the raetlM far 
amendment to the constitution to 
Include the admittance of women stud- 
ents., to the societies* activities. The 
proposal to shatter the one remaining 
masculine stronghold on -the- campus 
has aroused both male and female to 
utter controversial opinion upon the 
subject, as evinced by tho Increasing 
rate. of correspondence upon- this topic. 

Aside from the practical' aspects of 
constitutional amendment the two 
papers to be presented at the meeting 
will (leal with the problems ot federal 
constitutions as they exist today, with 
theoretical consideration's of a political 
and economic nature. 

The." first theme will concern itself 
In the main with a discussion ot fede- 
rations as they exist at present within 
the Drllish Empire, coupled with an 
outline of their origins and gradual de- 
velopmonl, and methods for amending 
tliclr constitution. Included in this 
paper will be detailed analyses ot the 
new Indian con.stitution. 

Tho second paper by Arnold Isson- 
men will deal with the early origins 
and dovelopmonia of the Canadian and 
American forms of federal government, 
with 0. discussion of tho graOual growth 
of central authority in the States and 
the attoildant growth of the doctrine 
of provincial rIghU and autonomy in 
Canada. Issonman will also Interpret 
briefly the current trends In' American 
and Canadian federalism.

Sophomores Hear 
Forsey Describe 
Scenes Of Travel 

Yugoslavian Travalo g u c 
Given By Eeonomicn 
Profcêêor 

^VER fifty members of the So- 
phomore 'Class gathered last 
night In the Union to dine and 
dance, The men heard I'rofessor 
Forsey of the Department of Eco- 
nomics relate his experiences and 
opinions of Yugoslavia. 

The Dalmatian Coast, according 
to Professor Forsey, la one of the 
most beautiful regions of Europe, 
though It Is not generally inciuded 
in tourist itineraries. Many exper- 
ienced travellers, acquainted with 
the most picturesque spots of the 
world, have expressed their prefer- 
ence for this Adriatic seacoast as a 
place of. permanent residence. 

He described the route from 
Trieste to Flume, and recommend- 
ed Tugosia>ian veasela to be quite 
as comfortable as the more public- 
ized Italian steamers on this route, 
Italo-Tugoslavlaa antipathy dis- 
plays itself, moat prominently in 
Flumt, an luiian cMy the half of 
which is In Slavlan territory. The 
.citizens glare at one another over 
the barb-wire barricade separating 
tho two sections. 

One Slavlan newspaper almost 
caused a war when it published a 
cartoon showing Italian soldiers on 
parade, arms upstretched in typical 
Fascist ' salute. Under the cartoon . 
was the following legend: 

"Inquisitive Tourist: "Why are 
those men marching with one arm 
Upraised?" 

Guide: "That's the Italian army 
marching before Mussolini. In the 
last war they had both arms up, 
but they have since grown tried 
and now only hold up one hand." 

Professor Forsey went Ion to 
describe peasant life. While Italian 
and German are commonly spoken, 
returned emigrants from America 
have a highly colloquial knowledge 
of the English language.- including 
an astonishing vocabulary ot pro- 
fanity. ^ 

Biblical si*cnes are often re- 
enacted in this historic, as yet un- 
spoiled by the vandalism ot tour- 
ists. Women otherwise clad 'n the 
latest Parisian fashions present an 
amusing sight in their black Mo- 
hammed veils. 

In Serbia proper Turkish cus- 
toms prerall to a surprising e-xtent.

Youth Problem Is Part of 
Larger Unemployment 
Problem 

U' ' "n^^BTEDLY one of the urgent prob- 
lems of the depression is that of un- 
employed Youth. -Thoui-ands of boys and 
girls under 25 have never done a day's 
work; thousands are untrained for -any- 
;hing; or have had only academic training 
that lias sharpened their mind.s but not 
their liands. Thou.sands are disillusioned. 

Every counti-y ha.s .'bought to deal with 
the problem .of unemployed youth. Ger-. 
many has put them in arniieH., The Unit- 
ed Slates put regiments of boys- into for- 
'estry camps. Both military and civilian 
camps are psychological crimes against 
youth. If young, msn and women are to 
be fitted for life they should be trained 
under the conditions they wUl meet when 
they are older; not nur.sed, disciplined and 
segregated in mass camps. 

Under the National Employment Com- 
mission there has been a Youth Commit 
tec at work. Itç preliminai'y report, ready 
these many weeks, has not seen the light 
of day. Possibly this is because it was 
unrealistic and has hocn sent back for fur- 
ther study. It is known that some of the 
members favored a national Youth Act; 
a national ministry of Youth. Tliese would 
have been mistakes. Unemployed Youth 
are part of the general problem of unem- 
ployment as a whole and should be so 
dealt with. Youth should not be separ- 
ated from citi/cenship. 

Where there is room lor sixjcial ef- 
fort is in reconditioning, physically and 
mentally, those who may have gone "soft" 
during the depression. The mining indus- 
try, the provinrinl forestry departments, 
ji^he pulp and paper companies, the hlgh- 
/ay construction firms and. otliors which 
normally' proville healthy outdoor employ, 
ment should make a partlcalar effort to 
provide work at which young men bo- 
tween school leaving ago and 25 coiild 
earn wages, train themselves and keep 
fit.

women .wotild always find themiielves 
misplaced. Tliisils an opinion that can 
have a most pernicious , Influence on 
the women students concerned, and it 
Is entirely unsubstantiated byUhe facts 
1 have since found In 'several 'Of . the 
chief centers of Economics, The emin-' 
ent ccononilst.s'who lecture In these do 
not seem to suffer abashment, intimida- 
tion or degradation from having 
women in their classes; and Indeed, in 
some places learni.nB has advanced' in 
spite of tbe.^resenca of vomin both 
amon? tlie|^u d«tt a and on . the. staff.'"

Calgary,— .1 remarkable testament 
of longevity, a yellowed paper clip- 
ping ■ In tho possession of P. H. 
Jenkins ofiCàlgary- esUbllshcs him 
as a direct descendant «f England's 
all-time marathon ase champion. 
Henry Jenkins, who lived 160 years. 

The record, taken from a copy of 
the' Bradford Observer, 50 years ago 
describes a ihonument in St. Mary's 
Churchyard ' at Bolton - on - Swale. 
North Yorkshire, erected to his 
memory In 1743. A mural tablet In 
the church bears the inscription: 

"Blush not, marble, to rescue 
from oblivion the memory of Henry 
Jepklns.' .a pe/ron obscure, tn bir'.ii 
but of lite truly memorable; for he 
•wa« «cnrlchcd wlUi ilie goods o£^ na- 
ture if no: of fortune. 

"He lived to the amazing ase of 
1(19; was interred horc December H, 
1070, and had this Justice done lo 
his memory in 1T4;!." - .
